Some 81,000 members of the 
International 
Longshoremen’s 
Association, ILA, by estimate 
of the union’s president, are 
involved in the strike, affect­ 
ing major porta from Sears­ 
port, Maine, to Brownsville, 
Tex. 
The walkout began promptly 
at 5 p.m., Sunday, the very 
minute an 80-day federal court 
strike injunction against the 
ILA expired. 
The government, acting on 
Kennedy s orders, obtained the 
injunction early last October 
to give the longshoremen 80 
days to cool off under provi­ 
sions of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
The enjoinder was issued after

strike. 
Key issue is the ship owners’ 
demand that longshoremen cut 
their work gangs from 20 to 17 
men, saying a larger number 
is "feather-bedding." The ILA 
says it will not "negotiate our 
men out of business."

Christians the world over turned 
today on the eve of CbrLst’s birth 
to pay homage to the Prince of 
Peace.

rivalries over the reolvution in 
Yemen—kept many visitors away. 
The ancient Mandelbaum Gate 
was opened as it is every Christ­ 
man to allow thousands of Israeli 
Arabs cross the no-man's-land to 


visit relatives in the Jordanian 
sector of Jerusalem.

sociation. 
The longshoremen struck ports 
from Maine to Texas when talks 
in New York failed as an 80-day 
Taft-Hartley law "cooling off” pe­ 
riod expired. 
TURNED OFFER DOWN 
Members of the Longshoremens 
Local 1291 in Philadelphia last 
Tuesday overwhelmingly turned 
down a contract offer by the 
Philadelphia Marine Trade Asso­ 
ciation. 
About 70 s h ip p e rs and stevedore 
firms represented by the associa­ 
tion were affected. 
No pickets were posted and no 
inspection 
teams patrolled 
the 
ports Sunday, but Moock said he 
‘drove past and found everything 


quiet. 
He 
indicated the 
union 
would keep an eye on the docks 
until after Christmas when pick­ 
ets would be set up. 
CRITICAL OF UNION 
Alfred Corry, executive secre­ 
tary of the trade association, was 
critical ofihe local union officials, 
saying they did not negotiate seri­ 
ously with his organization.
